The nose w’as snap p ed 
off by imp act w'ith the frozen 
ground. 
Searchers found all aboard dead, 
but the storm forced them to give 
up until late today the task of 
bringing the bodies here. A guard 
W'as left at the crash scene.

south had suffered at the hands 
of “ carpetbaggers and sca la wa g s” 
during the reconstruction period, 
and said this made it necessary 
for southerners to “ take the la w 
into their own hands.”

W A SHIN G TON , Jan. 11—j(.P)— 
Em ployers m a y dedu ct social se­ 
cu rity taxe.s in m ak ing ou t their 
federal income tax retu rns, the 
treasu ry said today, bu t employes 
m a y not do so. 
A salaried person m a y dedu ct 
taxes he pays on his hou se bu t 
not on the one per cent of his sal­ 
ary he pays for the prospect of an 
old age pension, officials advised. 
They explained the latter levy 
is technically an income tax and 
i u nd e r law, cannot be dedu cted in 
I figu ring the regu lar income tax. 
. The ta x on employers, however, 
is labeled an excise tax and is de­ 
du ctible the same as the federal 
! tax on au tomobiles and refrigera­ 
tors.
